O BSERVATIONS founded upon 


Experience, are the ſureſt Guides to 


Truth in every Science, and when 
apply'd to the Cure of Diſeaſes, are alone, 
much more likely to ſucceed, than the 
moſt refin'd and plauſible Theories, where 


theſe are diſregarded and laid aſide; by 
the firſt, we have a true Copy of a Diſeaſe, 


where all its Symptoms, like the Features 
of a well-drawn Picture, are faithfully 
delineated from the Life; but where 


erring Hypotheſis guides the Pencil, the 
B Strokes 
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Strokes tho ever fo delicate, widely differ 
from Nature, and exhibit not only a faint, 
but falſe Reſemblance of the Original. 


AND as Phyſick at firſt began without 
Theory, fo it might in a great Meaſure 
ſubſiſt without it: That had no Share in 
furniſhing Hints, or guiding the wild A- 
merican to a Remedy for his Diſeaſe ; for, 
without enquiring into its Cauſe, he 
would often cure, Relief being the only 
Thing he fought or car'd for.

FoRMERLY, the Liſbon Diet-Drink

mirable Succeſs: in moſt Diſorders. that 


ariſe from NOTION ys or a viſcid State of 
the Blood.

bilious yellow hue appears on the Skin with 
a Diſpoſition inclin'd to Melancholly; this 
Diet Drink will be found to produce a re- 
markable good Effect; becauſe, in Several 
Caſes, where theſe Symptoms have pre- 
vail'd in a very high Degree, I have gene- 
rally obſerv'd that the Event was favour- 
able.

IN the Cure of Diſeaſes, we are often 
directed to watch the Courſe of Nature, 
and to obſerve with Diligence the Steps 
ſhe takes to free herſelf of every Incum- 
brance: In the Venereal Diſeaſe and 
Scurvy, the Patient is ſometimes ſeiz'd 
with a Flux of the Belly, which being an 
Effort of Nature, to throw off the morbid 
Matter by the inteſtinal Glands, ought, 
by all Means, to be encouraged; 3 agree- 
able to this, 'tis evident that a Medicine 
which is gently laxative, and conſtantly 
keeps the Bowels open, muſt greatly con- 
tribute to the Cure, by affording the Ve- 
nereal Poiſon a free Paſſage out of the 
Body by the Tnteftines, whenever Nature 
determines it that Way: Again, when 
the tainted Juices are thrown outwards, 


and

and deform the Skin with Eruptions, 


this Medicine by opening the Pores and 
promotin g 2 free Perſpiration, will aſſiſt 
in forwarding their Exit. In this 
Caſe Dr. Robinſon, in his excellent Trea- 
tiſe on the Venereal Diſeaſe abſolutely con- 
demns a Salivation, as attended with very 
pernicious Conſequences; for, according 
to his Opinion, it may reſolve the Matter 
of the Pocky Scabs, Blotches, and Ulcers, 
and oblige the tainted Juices, that Nature 
for her Security had thrown upon the Skin, 
to melt down, and retreat into the Blood 
again; which is acting both againſt the 
Laws of Nature, and the evident Maxims 
of the Animal OEconomy. 


Tux better to account for the Effects 
of the Diet-Drin, I ſhall beg Leave to 
conſider, in the ſhorteſt Manner, the Na-

not only robbed of their due Supply of 
Nouriſhment, but alſo ſuffer greatly from 


the Sharpneſs of the Juices, irritating, 


and at laſt eroding the Veſſels in which 
they circulate ; and from this Cauſe ariſe 
Pain and Inflammations, which often ul- 
cerate without a previous Suppuration of 
the Part. ; 


Bes1Des, the Stimulus occaſioned by 
the acrid Fluids, will ſollicit the minute 
Veſſels which are moſt ſenſible, to con- 
tract and force back their Contents into

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the larger Branches, and this, by leſſen- 
ing the Diameters of the ſeveral Veſſels, 
and preventing a due Circulation, will 
become the immediate Cauſe of Obſtructi- 
on, Tumors, and Caries of the Bones: 
This contractile Diſpoſition of the Solids 
is not at all Conjecture, but prov'd, from 
Experience, to be matter of Fact: for 
by examining with a Microſcope, the 
Parts of an Animal in Pain, that is found 
ſufficient to alter the Courſe of the Blood, 
and by the Spaſms it occaſions, will drive 
back the Fluids in their Veſſels, till the 
Stimulus is remov'd; ſo that from this 
Obſtruction to the Progreſs of the Circu- 

lation, Tumors may probably happen, 
without any preter-natural Thickneſs or 
Coagulation of the Blood. 


IN DEEP, it is generally thought, that 
at firſt, the infectious Matter acts chiefly 
by coagulating the Juices, which ſtagna- 
ting, acquire a Degree of Acrimony ſuf- 
ficient to erode the Solid Parts, but whe- 
ther the one of theſe Qualities precedes 
the other, or whether they do not exiſt 
together, from the Time of Infection, 
is a Circumſtance which I think, is very 
Difficult to clear up.

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THE Viſcidity of the Blood is alſo the 
Conſequence of the Venereal Poiſon, 
which concurring with its Acrimony,

ThE Globules of Blood have mutual 


Attractions, which increaſe in Proportion 
to their Surface of Contact; and there are 


ſeveral Properties reſiding in Matter, which 


are found to augment or diminiſh this at- 


tractive Power; Yegetable Acids diſſolve the 


Blood, whilſt mineral acid Spirits, are ſaid 
infallibly to coagulate and diſpoſe it te run 
into preternatural Coheſions; and as the 
Venereal Poiſon is ſuppos'd to be of an acid, 
or ſalſo-acid Nature, tis no Wonder that 
it ſhould thicken the Lymph, and bring 
on all the Symptoms conſequent of that 
Quality, viz. Buboes in the Groin, In- 
flammations and Enlargement of the 
Teſtes, with Tumors and Obſtructions of 
the Glands in ſeveral. Parts of the Body.

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A viscip State of the Blood may like- 
wiſe happen from a Defect of its Motion 


from any Cauſe; for as the conſtituent 


Parts of all the Animal Fluids are globu- 


Jar in their natural State, ſo do they pre- 
ſerve that Figure by the conſtant Revolu- 


tion of their Parts; by which, every ſe- 
parate Particle may be conſider'd as a 
Ball or ſmall ſphere, continually turn- 
ing round its own Axis, in various Di- 
rections ; therefore, as their Motions lan- 
guiſh, or wholly ceaſe, theſe Particles 
muſt recede from their original globular 
Figure and aſſume others, more or leſs 
approaching thereunto : But ſince ſpheri- 
cal Particles do, of all others, contain 
the greateſt Quantity of Matter under the 
leaſt Surface, their Points of ContaR, 
inter ſe, muſt be the ſmalleſt, and conſe- 
quently the beſt adapted to compoſe a 
fluid Body; fo that whenever the Juices 
change this Figure for any other that is 


pointed or angular, they are ſaid to be in 


a diſeas'd or acrimonious State; and not 
only ſo, but they muſt likewiſe become 


more glutinous and roapy, for the Cohe- 


ſion of their Parts will be in Proportion 
m

to their Surface of Contact, and as the 


Quantity of their Surface is increas'd by 
their new-acquird Figure, they muſt, of 


Neceſſity, conſtitute a Fluid more viſcid 


and tenacious than what it was before. 


Tars Indiſpoſition of the Juices will 


prove the greateſt Obſtacle to a free glan- 
dular Secretion, and the venal Blood be- 
Ing, by this Means depriv'd of that due 
Supply of Lymph, which, in a natural 


State, dilutes and keeps it fluid, will grow 


thick and unfit for Circulation ; its Motion 
will become languid, and its Return to 
the Heart, thro' the ſmall Veſſels, more 
difficult ; and as this Loſs of Motion will 
ſtill become greater and greater, as the 
ſeveral Glands increaſe in their Obſtruc- 
tion, ſo will the Blood's Viſcidity be aug- 
mented more and more. 


TRHE Nature of the Venereal Poiſon 
being ſuch as to communicate Acrimony, 
and diſpoſe the Blood to a viſcid State,

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Matter which occaſioned theſe Depra-

I wovurLD therefore, from Experience, 
in a very particular Manner, recom- 
mend the Liſbon Diet - Drink, in 
worn- out, feeble Conſtitutions, where the 
Patient is an improper Subject for the Uſe

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of Mercury, and even after a Salination : 


has fail'd, and left him hectic or couſump- 
tive, with ſpreading Ulcers, Eruptions on 
the Skin, an inveterate Head-ach, acute 
wandering Pains, or any other Symptoms 
that may be deem'd truly Venereal or Scor- 


butic : In theſe Caſes, it will ſweeten and 


reſtore the ſharp thin Blood to its former 
balſamic 'State ; and from hence a more 
free and equal Circulation will again take 
Place: It is likewife given with the moſt 
certain Succeſs to infected Obildren, and 
Women with Child, and ſeems incompa- 
rably well ſuited to ſuch delicate Conſtitu- 
tions, ſince I believe, there is no Remedy 
yet known, ſo ſafe and gentle i in its Qpe-

WrotveR doubts the Efficacy of this 


Remedy, from its Want of that Gravity 
with which Mercury and other Minerals 


are endued, need only attend to a com- 


mon Experiment, which will entirely 
overthrow that Objection. viz. The Bones

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FROM hence, it is evident that all the 


Parts of the Body, even the very Bones, 
abound with Veſſels infinitely ſmall, which 


admit of Circulation, and are pervious to 


the ſubtile Particles of Medicines, which 
act not at all by their Gravity, but rather 
by a Specific Quality, which, with the 
animal Fluids, is conſtantly propell'd by 
the Force of the Heart, and by Degrees 
tranſmitted to the affefed Part; ſo that 
tho' the Diſeaſe 1s ever ſo inveterate, and 
the Patient infected, even to the Bones, pro- 
vided he will conform to a proper Regi- 


men, and duly continue this Dzet-Drink, 


for a conſiderable Time, he may in the 
End, with the greateſt certainty, rely 
upon an abſolute Cure, 


Tu Scurvy, according to the beſt 
Writers, cannot properly be defin'd a 
ſimple Affection depending upon any one 
fingle proximate Cauſe ; but is rather a 
Complication of Diſorders, attacking the 
Patient with various Symptoms, moſt of 
which may be trac'd to the Fountain from 
whence they {pring, viz, a bad State of the 

Blood :

Blood : T his Diſcracy of the Blood, may 
be occaſion d by tedious and long-conti- 
nued Illneſs, which weakens the Vital 
Powers, by unwholeſome Diet, ſuch 
as that of Fleſh-Meats, which are 
rendered indigeſtible, by being exceſſively 
dry'd, or from the vaſt Quantity of Salt 
uſed in preſerving them ; by drinking 
corrupted ſtagnating Water, or by 
breathing a confin'd, moiſt, inelaſtic or 
putrid Air; but, according to Lina, thoſe 
who have undergone a Salvation are, of 
all others, the moſt ſubject to this Diſeaſe. 


IT may be obſerv'd of Sea- Salt, that 
the Force of the digeſtive Faculties only 
ſerve to ſubtilize its Parts, but is inſuffici- 
ent to change its Nature, which, after 
repeated Circulations, ſtill remains invin- 
cibly the ſame ; ſo that, without theſe. 
Salts, with which the Blood is over- 
ſtock d, are plentifully carried out of the 
Body by the Urinary Paſlages, they will 
fall upon the Glands of the Skin, in form 
of. Scorbutic Eruptions ; or elſe by 
vellicating and eroding the muſcular Fi- 
bres, the Blood will extravaſate, and oc- 

cafion 
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caſion black levid ſpots eſpecially o on. the 
Legs ; and as all animal and vegetable 
Subftances become putrid, as ſoon as the 
progreſſive Motion of their Fluids ceaſes, 
theſe Diſcolourations will often afterward 
break, and become troubleſome ſpreading 
Sores : The Gums alſo grow ſpungy, bleed 
upon the ſlighteſt Touch, and at laſt will 


ulcerate, from a corruption of the Juices 
and the Acrimony of the putrid Saliva, 


THAT the Kidnies are the proper ex- 
cretory Organs, by which this muriatic 
Acrimony is naturally diſcharg'd, is evi- 
dent from the Saltneſs of the Urine ; and 

therefore, a Diſeaſe brought on by this 
- Quality can never be more effectually 
cured, than by giving a diuretic Medicine, 
which alſo reſiſts Putrefaction, and which, 
by diluting the Blood, will likewiſe diſſolve 
the ſharp Salts, and carry them off by an 
increas'd Urinary Diſcharge, 


NoTHING, as Dc Pringle obſerves, 
could be more unexpected than to find 
Sea-Salt a Haſtner of Putrefaction; yet 
his _—_— —— demonſtrably 

* 
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proves it to be fuch ; for tho one Dram 
of Salt, in two Ounces of Water, pre- 


ſerved Fleſh ſweet twenty Hours longer 
than pure Water, yet he found, from re- 


peated Experiments, that Fleſh, with 
from five to twenty Grains of Sea-Balt, 


putrified ſooner than the ſame Quantity of 


Fleſh infus'd in Water only; and further 
obſerves, ſince Salt is never taken in Alt- 


ment, beyond the Proportion of the cor- 
rupting Quantities in the Experiment, it 


appears ſubſervient to Digeſtion, chiefly 


by a ſeptic Virtue; and conſequently, I 
think, may be juſtly deem'd a principal 
Cauſe of the Scurvy, contrary to the 
Opinion of a modern Writer on that 
Diſeaſe. 


II is the Nature of all 8 Oils, 
when exalted by extraordinary Heat, or 


long Reſt, to acquire a Degree of Ran- 


cidity, ſufficient to bring on a total Cor- 
ruption of the Humours with which they 
are mix d, and alſo to erode the Solids, 
where they chance to ſtagnate: This 
ſeems, in a great Meaſure to be the Cate, 


not only in the Scurvy, where the moſt 


evident 
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evident Marks of Putrefaction appear, but 


alſo in the Bilious and Petechial Fever, 


where the Blood drawn from the Veins, 


particularly in the Scurvy, ſends up a 
putrid ſtinking Smell, and appears of a 


dark, greeniſh, muddy Hue, without any 
regular Separation of its Parts, after ſtand- 
Ing to cool. 


T Is found, from Experience, that no- 
thing will ſooner correct the Acrimony of 
2 Oils, than vegetable Salts; for by 


mixing rancid Train Oil with Pot-aſhes, 
it loſes its Sharpneſs, and is immediately 
chang'd into a Soap, which is a mild, in- 
nocent Subſtance, widely differing from 
the two Bodies which produce it. 


IN ſuch a putrid State of the Humours 
as has been already hinted at, watery 
Diluents, tho impregnated with the moſt 
proper medicinal Virtues, can be of little 
Service, except endued with ſuch a Sapo- 
nacecus Quality, as will become a Medium 
to incorporate and combine the watery 
with the rancid oily Parts: The Liſbon 

Diet-Drink m the moſt plain and vi- 
fible 


e 
ſible Proofs of ſuch a Quality, by the fro- 


thy Bubbles which remain on the Surface, 


for ſeveral Hours, after ſhaking; and 
from this Property to divide, and mix 
with the Juices, and its Power to evacu- 
ate the morbid Humours by Perſpiration, 
Tine, and Stool, it tends to the Cure of 
the moſt confirm'd Scurvy. 


WHATEVER impairs the Solids, and 
diminiſhes their Force upon the Fluids, 
as long protracted Chronical Diſeaſes, a 
profuſe Mercurial Salivation, Sc. may 
likewiſe be principally concern'd in the 
Production of this Diſeaſe. 


EvkRVY Degree of Putrefaction is fol- 
low'd by a proportional Degree of Re- 
ſolution in the Fluids, and a ſuitable Re- 
laxation and Decay of the Solids, though 
ever ſo inſenſible ; and fince the Blood is 
melted down, and the Solid Fibres 
over - ſtrain'd, waſted, and render'd 
effete by a Salvation, it may, without 
Doubt, be look'd upon as a Cauſe power- 
fully diſpoſing the Patient to the Scurvy ; 
for it evidently tends to promote the ſame 
Proceſs as that of PutrefaCtion itſelf : This 
„ 1

may probably be deem'd a ſubſtantial 
Reaſon, not only why the Scurvy ſo often 
recurs after a Salivation, but alſo why the 
ſmalleſt Portions of Mercury are ſo ex- 
tremely pernicious in that Diſeaſe ; having 
often been found to excite the moſt pro- 
fuſe falivary Diſcharge, with the Loſs of 
the Gums and Teeth, and likewiſe, for 
the moſt Part, to be attended with a dan- 
gerous Bloody Flux. 


IN ſuch Caſes, the Mercury will not 
only farther break down the Texture of 
the Blood, already too much deſtroy'd, 
but will alſo exalt that Degree of Putre- 
faction which before exiſted in it from the 
ſcorbutic Cauſe : Beſides, as Lind juſtly 
obſerves, the Want of a due Perſpiration 
may likewiſe account for the Reaſon why 
Mercury in Scorbutics, ſo powerfully falls 
upon the ſalival Glands. 


TI E "WF" and Summer ſeem the 
moſt eligible Seaſons for taking this Medi- 
cine, tho' it will anſwer in Succeſs at all 
Times of the Year, as may be ſeen by the 
Caſes in the Appendix, the uſual Quantity 
being a Pint Night and Morning, for

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a Month, or longer, in Proportion to 
hs long or ſhort Duration of the Diſeaſe 


and the Violence of the Symptoms ; but 
ſhould the Largeneſs of the Draught 


chance to be any Objection ; inſtead of . 


a Pint, half that Quantity may be taken, 
four Times a Day, with equal Succeſs. 


Ix agrees with almoſt every Stomach, 
and requires no Confinement ; the Patient 
may uſe moderate Exerciſe, and go A- 
broad in his uſual. Manner, but ought 
to conform to the following Regimen : 


He muſt avoid all Acids, and every Thing 
falt or high-ſeaſon'd : Fat Meats, Hog's | 
Fleſh, Fiſh and Vegetables are, at this 


Time, prejudicial ; let bim live chiefly 
upon dry Food, and white Meacs roaſted, 
ſuch as Veal, Rabbit, Fowls, &c. He 
muſt likewiſe abſtain from the immode- 
rate Uſe of Liquids, eſpecially thoſe of 
the ſpirituous Kind, and, at Meals, drink 
ſparingly of any of the light White 
Wines, diluted with Water. 


Tur s was the Method obſerv'd ; in al 
miniſtering the Diet-Drink at Liſben,

ERCUR Y, or Quick Silver, is a 
T2 ponderous mineral Fluid, conſiſting 
of very minute globular Parts, eaſily di- 
viſible, and the heavieſt of all Bodies, ex- 
cepting Gold: Its Effections on the Parts 
of the human Body are various and ſur- 
priſing, but in general, may be ac- 
counted for, from its Gravity, Diviſibility 
and Figure: By the firſt Property, it may 
be conſider d to act with a mechanical 
Power, like that of the Wedge, &c. By- 
the ſecond, it becomes capable of: inſinu- 
ai. ating 
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ating itſelf into, and prevading the moſt 
minute capillary Veſſels; and by the 
Third, tis exquiſitely fitted for Motion 
and Circulation, when mix'd with the 
animal Fluids. 


TE Preparations of this Mineral, as 
apply'd to the Practice of Medicine, have 
afforded Subject for various Opinions, be- 
ing, by Some, deem'd highly pernicious 
and ſuſpected of arſenical Qualities, con- 
ſequently a dangerous Poiſon, and abſo- 
lutely unfit for medicinal Purpoſes: others 
again, have applauded their Excellence, 
and zealouſly inſiſted on their Safety and 
Efficacy in many Diſeaſes, particularly 
that of the Lues Venerea But both Par- 
ties have certainly err'd in the Extreme; 
for the firſt raſhly condemn'd this valuable 
Medicine, from the terrible Symptoms 
that followed its improper Uſe, with- 
out ever conſidering, that the horrid De- 
vaſtation it made, was more owing to the 
immoderate Quantity, than to any dele- 
terious Quality reſiding in it: On the 
other Hand, the Advocates for it, too la- 
viſhly commended it, without ſuthciently 


attending to thoſe particular Caſes, in 
which

which later Experience proves it to be ex- 
tremely pernicious: And yet this Oppoſi- 


tion of Opinions ſeems not at all unac- 


countable, for in the early Stages of the 
Venereal Diſeaſe, a Medicine, thus uncer- 
tain in its Qualities, was chiefly adminiſ- 
ter d by Empericks, and unſkilful Men, 
who boldly gave to one, that which had 


cur'd another of the like Diſeaſe, with- 


out any Regard to proper Doſe, or Dif- 
_ ference of Conſtitution, Such inconſide- 


rate Practice produc'd the moſt dreadful 


Effects, and Death itfelf was oftentimes 
the Conſequence; for, by over-loading 
the Blood with Mercury, the Patient was 
quickly deſtroy'd by a Hemorrhage, Suf- 


focation; or ſuch like alarming Symp- 


toms; ſo that 'tis no wonder it ſhould 
fall into Diſcredit and Neglect: How- 
ever there were not wanting ſome, who 
by more cautious and rational Methods, 
became able to aſcertain its Doſe with 
more Exactneſs, and from the better 


Succeſs of thoſe, it was again reviv'd in 
Practice, and brought into Eſteem. Me- 


dicines, therefore, like moſt other Things, 

derive their Value from their proper Uſe, 

ſince we find the ſame medicinal Subſtan- 
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ces good or bad, according to the Mat 
ner of their Application. 


AN Attempt to raiſe the Eſteem of one 
Medicine by degrading another, might 
juſtly admit of the moſt ſevere Cenſure ; 
and therefore, before I go further, ſhall 
beg leave to obviate every Objection of 
this Kind, by afluring the Reader, that 
this is ſo foreign and repugnant to my De- 
ſign that tis the only Thing which I 
would induftriouſly feek to avoid; for 
throughout the whole, I would only be 
underſtood to doubt the Safety or Succeſs 
of a Salivation in particular Caſes, where 
a gentler Remedy would not only more 
certainly effect a Cure, but what is of the 
greateſt Conſequence, without ſubjecting 
the feeble Patient to thoſe Injuries which 
his Conſtitution muſt unavoidably ſuſtain 
by a Treatment ſo tedious and ſevere. 


* Mercvsxy, in its pureſt State, ſeems 
void of all Acrimony, except diveſted of 
its natural Form by a Chymical Proceſs ; 
and ſuch is the peculiar Property of this 
Fluid, that its ultimate Particles will ſtill 


tetain their ſpherical Fi; igure, tho divided

may without Doubt, generally prove the 


abſolute Cure of the Pox in robuſt Ha- 
bits; yet there are many Conſtitutions 
which have ſuffer d ſo much from the lon 2 
Continuance of the Diſeaſe, and the 
improper uſe of Mercury, that they 

are unable any longer, to withſtand No 
Force of ſevere Remedies, and moſt like- 
ly would ſink under a Salivation ; which, 
with a long Courſe of Abſtinence, during 
the Progreſs of it, is ſufficient to induce 
ſuch a Waſte of the Body, as oftentimes, 


is never to be repaired : So that the un- 
happy Patient, tho' perhaps cur'd of the 


Venereal Diſeaſe, languiſhes out his Days, 
and at laſt dies of a Conſumption. 
WII a View therefore to caution a- 
gainſt the indiſcriminate Uſe of Mercury 
F in 
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in all Caſes that are ſuppos d Venereal ; 1 
ſhall venture an Attempt to ſhew how it 
may be hurtful to a weakly Conſtitution, 


either when receiv'd into the Blood in a 


Salivation, or where the Venereal Diſeaſe 
is complicated with- others, which may 


be exaſperated and render'd worſe by its 


Application.

THAT Air realy exiſts in the Globules 
of Blood ſeems plain from their ſpherical 
Figure, but Obſervations with the Mi- 
croſcope have now ſo far confirmed that 
Suppoſition, as to leave no Room for 
Diſpute ; for, by examining the Circula- 
tion, Leewenhoeck aſſerts, that in their 
Paſſage through the capillary Veſſels they 
change into an oval Figure, re-aſſuming 
their Roundneſs as ſoon as they -come 
into a larger Space : This Change of Fi- 
gure in the ſanguineous Globules denotes 
the Elaſticity of the Air they contain,

included, for ſince no ſenſible Swelling 
was perceived in it, after placing it in the 
exhauſted Receiver of the Air Pump, it 


vas from thence inferred that the Air con- 
tained in the Blood remained inelaſtic in 


its natural State: But this Experiment 
ſeems fallacious and not ſufficiently con- 
clufive, for if the Reſiſtance of the ſtrong 
Arterial Coats was more than equal to the 


Force of the Air's Expanſion, no ſenſible 


Enlargement could 2 happen. 


FRO M hence it plainly appears, that 


after taking Mercury in large Quantities the 
Blood acts with the greateſt Violence at a 
Time when the Solids are the leaſt able to 
reſiſt it, and conſequently, by its Rapidity 
may burſt its containing Veſſels, as appears 
evident from the Patients bloody S7ools, 
Hemorrhage from the Noſe, Mouth, &c. 


'WirtgovurT diſregarding the Teſtimony 
of Truth, it cannot be denied but that 
this Remedy is ſometimes attended with 
Conſequences not only dangerous but 
often fatal, particularly where a bectic 
Fever prevails, or where the Lungs or 


any of the ſofter Viſcera are in a decay d 
Ae; for to give Mercurials with Free- 


dom 
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dom in ſuch' Caſes, would be giving cer- 
tain Death to the Patient: So that Saliva- 
tion is ſo far from being always proper, 
in every Circumſtance of the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, that it often manifeſtly endangers 
the Patient, and lays a Foundation for 


future Diſcaſes. 


For the "FRE already given, it will 
diſpoſe the Body to a State of univerſal 
Relaxation, which will become the Pa- 
rent of Stubborn and ſometimes incurable 
chronical Complaints, ſuch as exceſſive 
Weakneſs, Conſumption, Dropſy and hectic 
Fever : For as the Strength of Animals is 
ſuppoſed to be in a triplicate Proportion to 
their Quantity gf Blood, how great muſt 
be the Weakneſs of the Body after a Sali- 
vation? Where the Veſſels, which were 
before diſtended, enlarged, and over-ſtrain- 
ed beyond Meaſure, are now drained of 
their nutritious Juices, and of a ſudden, 
left almoſt empty, from the profuſe Diſ- 
charge of Saliva, Urine and Sweat. 


ALMoOsT every one, from his own Ex-

Marks of approaching Danger. 


INDIGESTION is likewiſe a Diſorder 

more immediately ariſing from Relaxa- 
tion than from any other Cauſe, as is evi- 
dent by the Means which relieve it; for 
whatever braces the Fibres and increaſes 
muſcular Motion, ſeldom fails of reſtorin 8 
the Appetite,

that Vapour which ought conſtantly to 


exhale from the Pores of the Skin, being 
retained, the Veſſels will be overloaded 


with Serum, and a bloated anaſarcous Ha- 


bit generally enſues ; and fince there is a 


Tendency in the Blood to reſolve into its 


conſtituent Parts, when freed from the 

Compreſſion of the Solids, as long as the 
Fibres remain lax and inactive, fo long 
will the Blood unavoidably continue in a 


crude, watery State. 


Tr1s Tendency of the Patient's Con- 
ſtitution to a Dropſy, cannot be wonder'd 


at, fince that Diſeaſe is often found to 


ſupervene a profuſe Hemorrhage from 
the Noſe, Uterus, &c. And as the Diſ- 
charge in a Salivation is not only ſupply'd 
from the Blood *, but is alſo derived 
from the very dais of the Solids them- 
ſelves, diſſolvd and melted down, may not 
this vaſt expence of theſe Solids and Fluids 
be much more likely to produce a Dropſy 
than a ſimple Flux of Blood, or a preter- 
natural Increaſe of any of the other Eva- 
cuations?

Excessive Weakneſs and a Defect of 


1 may alſo ariſe from a bad Di- 


geſtion; for in ſuch Caſes the Nouriſhment 
derived from the Food in the Stomach is 
not ſufficiently elaborated, and enters the 
Blood in a crude, unconcocted State, 
without ever being ſo ſubdued and ſubti- 
lized by the circulating Powers as duly to 
nouriſh the Body, or render it fine enough 
to paſs off by the cutaneous Pores. 


Wirz the utmoſt Reſpect and Defe- 
rence to the Opinion and Practice of 
others, I ſhould, therefore, think it ad- 
viſable whenever Salivation is required, to 
raiſe it by ſlow Degrees, and inſtead of 
the uſual Quantities of three Drachms or 
more of the Mercurial Unction rubbed iti 
at one Time, to apply only a Drachm or a 
Drachm and a Half by proper Intervals; for 
by this Means the Mercury will lie longer 
in the Body, and have more Time to act, 


without ſolliciting its Expulſion at the 
Mouth; the Secretions in general will 


alſo be more moderately and equally af- 
fected, and the Patient both more ſafe 
and certain of a Cure, provided this Me- 
thod is continued its due Time: For when 
a large Quantity of the Unction is applied 
Wo at 
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at once, or too haſtily repeated, the ſali- 
vary Glands become dilated of a ſudden, 
and their Reſiſtance to the Diſcharge of 
Saliva ſo ſmall, that the Mercury no ſoon- 
er enters the Blood than it ruſhes off by 
the Mouth; yet this groſs Miſtake of rat- 
ing the Patients Safety by the Quantity he 
ſpits, is ſo prevailing, that it deſerves to 
be remarked. 


Tris Circumſtance ſeems one probable 
Cauſe, why ſo many are diſappointed of 
a Cure after a plentiful Salivation ; for 
the Mercury, when too liberally applied, 
inſtead of undergoing ſeveral Circulations 
and affecting the habit in general, hurries 
off by the Glands of the Mouth, and 
leaves the venereal Poiſon untouched in 
thoſe Parts which lie moſt remote from 
the Circulation. 


Ir ſeems alſo neceſſary here to take No- 
tice, that Mercury does not always carry off 
the infection by raiſing a Spitting; for 
there have been many Inſtances, where 
that could not poſſibly be procured, not- 
withſtanding its plentiful Uſe, and yet the 
Patient was perfectly freed from all his 
venereal Symptoms; which Circumſtance

evidently ſhews, that Salivation, though 
principally depended upon, 1s not a thing 
eſſentially neceſſary to the Cure. 


Tris I imagine might be the principal 
Reaſon which firſt gave Riſe to the Practice 
of curing the Pox by Mercury without a 
Sa'ivation; for when it appeared from 
Experience, that the Cure was brought 
about by an Enlargement of the Secretions, 
without the leaſt Salivary Diſcharge, 'twas 
highly rational to conclude that the Diſ- 
eaſe might be removed by promoting theſe 
Secretions without ſubjecting the Patient 
to the Severity. of a Salivation : To this 
End, by giving ſuch Things as determine 
the Mercury to the Pores of the Skin, or 
favour its exit by Urine or Stool, and at 
the ſame Time ordering aſtringent Gar- 
gles, the Flux of Saliva to the Glands of 
the Mouth has been entirely prevented. 


Tris Method is particularly recom- 
mended by Deſault, was alſo approved of 
and followed by Dr. Douglaſs and others, 


and with a little Variation, in particular 


Caſes, has fince been practiſed with great 

Succeſs at one of the principal Locks in

markable for his great Affability and 3

. the Succeſs attending a Sali- 
vation ought not to be aſcribed to any pe- 
culiar ſpecifick Property inherent in Mer- 
cury, but merely to the diſcharged Quan- 
tity of Saliva ; for 'tis generally believed, 
that if any Aer body could be found, 
which would fuſe the blood and occaſion | 
the like diſcharge of Saliva; that would 
in all Reſpects, as effectually Cure the 
Venereal Diſeaſe as a Salivation raiſed by 
nnn. 


Tar Mineral, ſo often mentioned, has 
been charged by the Antients with many 
pernicious Qualities, and ſome * Obſerva- 
tions of a very modern Date ſeem to ſecond 
their Opinion, ſuggeſting that it raiſes a 
Salivation only by Virtue of ſome Arſini- 
cal Particles, with which it is intimately 
mixed, and which alone produce all the 
il Effects ariſing from its Uſe.

NoTWITHSTANDING this Aſſertion, 1 


can hardly believe that it effects a Saliva» 
tion by a Property ſo pernicious as that 
of which it is ſuſpected; for ſetting that 
aſide, all its bad Conſequences may be 
deduced from its Gravity, by which, ac- 
cording to Aſtruc, it may overload the 
ſofter Viſcera, and tear aſunder the diſ- 
tended Coats of the Veſſels. 


Tus Opinion is confirmed and proved 
eyen to a Demonſtration, from an Expe- 
riment by Dr. Moulin in the Philoſ. Tranſ- 
act. No. 192, p. 486. Where by inject- 
ing crude Mercury into the Jugular Vein 
of a Dog, the mercurial Globules had 
burſt through the ſmall Veſſels in the 


Lungs, and forced their Way to the Sur - 
face, ſeparating their external Covering 


in Form of ſmall Bliſters, and where the 
Globules lay conſpicuous to the naked 
Eye; as this ſeems pertinent to the pre- 
ſent Subject, I ſhall 'take the Liberty of 
tranſcribing a few Lines at the Concluſion, 

as the reſult of the Experiment.

A Con- 
ſequence ſtill more dangerous muſt attend 
thoſe who labour under an inward Decay, 
and yet unwarily ſubmit to a mercurial 
Courſe; for here the rarified Blood will 
ruſh upon the diſeaſed Viſcera with a 
Force ſuperior to the Reſiſtance of their 
Fibres, and by the Violence of its Motion 
will break down and deftroy their tender

ALL the Arteries before they e enter the 
Viſcera are diveſted of their external Coat; 
which is a Circumſtance worth attending 
to, for, by this Means being rendered 
much thinner, they become more yield- 
ing to the Impulſe of the Blood, than thoſe 
in any other Part of the Body. 


Tk Mercury-miners are always ſhort- 
lived *, for in a few Months they begin 
to tremble, and ſcarcely any of them live 
to the third Year: Alſo according to F 
Ramaxini, from the Authority of ſeveral 
Writers they die miſerably, being affected 
with Palſies, Vertigo's and a hectic Fever. 
This, however, ſeems to prove but little 
againſt the ſafety of Mercurials, for theſe 
are Symptoms which ſeem not to ariſe 
from the noxious Quality, but rather from 
the immenſe Quantity of this Mineral.

TreRE are two fixed Points, beyond 
which the Veſſels of the Body can nei- 
ther be filled nor emptied without a Pe- 
thora happening in the one Caſe, and In- 
anition in the other ; and as the 11] Symp- 


toms during a Salivation, are occaſioned 


by too great a Plenitude of the Veſſels, 
and the violent Diſtention of their Coats; 
ſo do the Complaints conſequent of a 
Salivation ariſe from Inanition, and a ge- 
neral Weakneſs of the Habit; and there- 
fore, the Remedies moſt likely to ſucceed, 


are nouriſhing Diet with Moderate Exer- 


ciſe, Chalybeates with the Bark, Aroma- 
tic Bitters, and the Uſe of the Cold Bath: 


But this laſt is never to be adviſed where 


the Patient is extremely weak, or where 
there is a Suſpicion of unſound Viſcera; 
in the laſt Caſe it might prove fatal, by 
forcing the Blood with Violence to the af- 
fected Part; and in the Firſt, it would 
moſt certainly increaſe his Complaints; 
for if the firſt Shock given to the whole 
vaſcular 3 by the intenſe Cold ſhould 
by - fall 
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| fail to reſtore the Elaſticity of the F bees, 


every future Effort would weaken their 
Spring, and become ineffectual. 


MERCURY therefore, though a power- 
ful and moſt excellent Medicine in many 
Caſes, when uſed with Caution, may, 
when miſapplied, be productive of many 
terrible Conſequences, and like a Sword 
in the Hands of a Madman, become the 
Inſtrument of irreparable Ills. “ It acts as 
it is acted upon by the vital Impulſe, and 
whenever that is wanting to tranſmit it to 
the diſeaſed Part, it fails of Succeſs, and 
becomes of no Effect. 


From this we 1 that it has 
no ſpecific Property in ſubduing the Ve- 
nereal Poiſon; that it works a Cure by its 
Gravity and mechanical Preſſure, and that 
it drives out the Diſeaſe, but with it the 
nutritious Juices, which are the very Prin-

Mercury as to compreſs the contiguous 
Veins, and cauſe a Fit of the Apoplexy 
by putting a ſtop to the Return of the 
Blood : And even in thoſe Caſes of the 
Evil or Leproſy where Mercury may be 


given with Safety +, it ſeldom ever effects 


a thorough Cure; for though the, Symp-

toms are alleviated for a Time, they at 
length return with their wonted Severity. 
This, in ſome Meaſure may ſerve as a 
Proof that the Leproſy, Scrophula and

FouRTHLY, in an habitual Diarrhea, 
where the Mercury by its ſuperior Weight, 
would force open the Veſſels of the 
Bowels and bring on a Bloody Flux, 


 FirTHLY, in a ſpitting of Blood from 
decayed Lungs, or where the Liver has 
been ſchirrous for a long Time; for if 
the Obſtruction does not readily give Way, 
the Force of the circulating Blood, aſ- 
ſiſted by the Gravity of Mercury, may 
burſt the Veſſels, or bring the affected 


Part to Suppuration and deſtroy the tender 
Texture of that Bowel. 


SIXTHLY, in pregnant Women, where 
Mercury, by increaſing the Circulation, 
would force the tender Embroyo fröm its 
Connexion with the Uterus, and ccca- 
ſion Abortion. 


SEVENTHLY, in the infant State, where 
the Rapidity of the Blood's Motion would 
act 
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act with greater Force upon the Solids

About ſeven Years before he had 
been conſtantly troubled with zocturnal 
Pains, which being very acute, depriv'd 
him of his natural Reſt, inſomuch that 


he ſeldom ever ſlept till towards the Morn- 
ing, at which Time, the Pains were con- 
ſiderably abated, and in this Manner he 
continued for a long Time.

He'try'dFumigation and the ſeveral Mercu- 
rial Preparations, but particularly the Blue 
Pill, with a ſtrong Decoction of the Woods as 
an Alterative for a long Time, but without 
the wiſh'd for Effect, for the Ulcers ſtill 


continued in a corroding State, and what 


Was worſe, another'Ulcer made its Appear- 
ance on the Roof of the Mouth, abouthalf 
a Year after, and ſoon deſtroy'd the Palate- 
Bone quite through. The Gentleman who 


attended him, finding his Diſeaſe thus 


uncommonly inveterate, and ſo deeply 
rooted in his Conſtitution by Length of 
Time, began to looſe all Hopes of a 


Cure, as well as the Patient, who ſeem'd 


ſinking under his Diſorder extremely faſt, 
being much too weak to think of under- 
going the Severity of a Salvation; and in 
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this Condition his Apothecary came witli

1705, an 
Apothecary in Town, aged T wenty- 
ſeven, of a thin Habit of Body and ſlender 
Conſtitution, apply'd to me : About three 
Years before, he contracted a virulent Go- 
norrhæa, which he treated in a Manner 
ſuitable to recent Diſorders of that Kind; 
the inflammatory Symptoms were removed 
in a few Weeks, and the Running was 
brought to a good Colour and Conſiſtence; 
the Diſcharge, however, ſtill continued, 

but having no Marks of Virulence, he neg- 
lected it as a Simple Gleet, proceeding from 
a Weakneſs and © Ef Ms oa of the affected 
Parts: In this Manner it remained about 
7wwo Years, varying a little in Colour or 
Quantity, from any Irregularity in Drink- 
ing, or the Inconvenience of catching 
Cold. ——At length he perceiv'd a Swel- 
ling in the-Lef? Teſticle, which in a ſhort 
Time abated by the Uſe of Mercury and 


purging 
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pusgzsg Phyſick: Not long after, the 
Running ſtopp d, and in about three 
Months or leſs, he had a Soreneſs in his 
Throat, with Ulceration of the Left Tonſil 
Gland, fo that it appears-plain, his Blood 
became tainted by the Remains of the 
Venereal Poiſon, — Upon this he told me 
he was much alarm'd, and immediately 
began a Courſe of Mercurial Alteratives, 
with a Decoction of the Woods; but tho' 
he kept regularly to this Method, and. 

continued it daily for ſeveral Months, the 
cer ſtill grew larger and appear'd in a 
' foul corroding State : In a few Weeks, a 
ſmall fleſhy Granulation about the Size of 
a Pea, began to ſhoot out from the ulce- 
rated Part, which the Patient taking for 
proud Fleſh, endeavoured to deſtroy by 
Means of Eſcharoticks, Sc. He now 
made trial of the different Preparations of 
Mercury, both of his own Accord, and 

by the Advice of others of the Profeſſion, 
in Order to deſtroy that venereal Cauſe 
which gave Riſe to the Ulcer, and alſo to 
reſtrain the encreaſing Bulk of the Excreſ- 
cence, which he perceiv'd every Day grow- 
ing bigger and bigger; he alſo obſerv'd, 
that as it grew larger, it's Appearance was 
conſiderably chang'd, being much more 
L 2 ſolid 
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ſolid and compact, than what it was in 
the Beginning: In about twelve Months 
the Tumour was ſo enormouſly enlarged 
downwards, and acroſs his Throat, that 
'twas with the utmoſt Difficulty he could 
breath, . ſwallow, or diſtinctly pronounce 
his Words; and whilſt in Bed, his Reſpi- 
ration was ſo extremely laborious, that he 
was often obliged ſuddenly to riſe up, to 
avoid the Danger of being choak'd. 
He apply'd to me ſoon after, in a very 
languiſhing Condition, being extremely 

waſted and wore away from Anxiety of 
Mind and the Want of due Nouriſh- 
ment, for at this Time he was not able to 
ſwallow any ſol:d Food at all, and there- 
fore was obliged to live upon Fluids, ſuch 
as Broth, Milk, Sc.

as not to be diſcover'd till that was re- 
moved.——A few Days afterwards, as

NOVEMBER the 24th, 1757, I was 


ſent for to a Gentlewoman of a 


florid Complexion,. aged Twenty-four ; 
after talking with her a little, I had great 
| f Reaſon 
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Reaſon from the Nature of her Come: 
plaints to ſuſpect they were Venercal. As 
ſhe ſeemed in great Pain, and had been 
without Reſt for ſeveral Nights, I deſir'd 
ſhe would allow me to inform myſelf 
more particularly of her Caſe, which after 
another Viſit or two, ſhe with Reluctance 
conſented to. 


I Found the Pudenda full of large 
Bltches, which by Length of Time, and 
the Sharpneſs of the Humours they diſ- 
charged; had made deep ſpreading Sores, 
and excoriated the ſurrounding Parts: 
She had likewiſe Shankers, with intolera- 
ble Heat and Pain in making Water, and 
alſo a Bubo in the left Groin, tho' ſmall 
and without much Pain. Her Pulſe 
was feveriſh and quick, and her Head 
diſtracted with Pain; but whether this laſt 
Symptom was Venereal, or owing to her 
Fever, I ſhall not take upon me to ſay.— 
I adviſed her to loſe Blood, and to keep 
the affected Parts clean, by often waſhing 
them with warm Milk and Water. The 
next Day ſhe began a Courſe of the Lisbon 
Dzet-Drink, which agreed perfectly well 
with her Stomach, and never made her 
the leaſt ſick; it uſually gave her two or 


three lax Stools a Day, ſweated her pro- 
fuſely

falely after ſhe had taken it at Night, and 


in the Day-time, particularly increas'd 
her Quantity of Urine. The Heat in 
making Water ſoon went off, and alſo the 
Pain in her Head; in about ten Days the 
Diſcharge from the Ulcers and Vagina 
was much abated, . but upon her uſing vi- 
olent Exerciſe, returned in a more than 
uſual Quantity ting'd with Blood, how- 
ever it gradually diminiſhed again, and at 
laſt entirely went off: She purſued this 

Courſe about a Month, during which the 
Bubo diſpers'd, and the Sores on the Pu- 
denda were perfectly healed without any 
external Application, excepting the Lotion 
of Milk and Water, which was neceſſary 
to keep the Parts clean, She has ever 


ſince. remain'd free from every venereal 
<A and is at this Time, in perfect

CASE IX. 


Pain in the Head, Eruptions on the Skin, 
with 3hankers on the Glans and Prepuce. 


Gentleman of a Plethoric Habit and 
ſtrong Conſtitution, aged Twenty- 


eight or thereabouts, contracted a virulent 
Gonor- 
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Gonorrbæa, with Heat and Inflammation 
in the urinary Paſſage, which by the Me- 
dicines he took diſappeared, and in a few 

Weeks he was concluded perfectly cured. 
He remain'd well for about three Months, 
and then became much diſordered with a 
Pain in his Head, grew liſtleſs and in- 
active, with a Senſe of Weight and Sore- 
neſs over his whole Body; Shankers ap- 
pear'd at the ſame Time on the Glans 
and Prepuce, which totally eat away the 
Frænum. By the Uſe of Mercurials and 
other Medicines, the Sores on the Penis 
heal'd in a few Months, but appear'd again 
in a ſhort Time without any freſh Con- 
traction; his Legs and Arms likewiſe 
broke out with dry cruſty Scabs, and on 
ſeveral Parts of his Body there were 
tawny colour'd Spots, which peel'd off 
like Bran. Theſe were his Symptoms 
when he apply'd to me, except that his 
Head-ach was ſomewhat reliev'd on the 
Appearance of the Eruptions, and the 
Shankers ſeem'd partly cloſing on one 
Place with a hard unequal Cicatrix, and 
breaking out in another. February the 
16th, 1758, he began a Courſe of the 
Lisbon Diet-Drink, which produced a very 
ſenſible Alteration for the better in a few 
Days, the Sores on the Penis looking leſs 


in- ä 
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inflam'd, and ſome of the Blotches on 
the Legs and Arms beginning to fall off; 
from this Time he daily continued grow- 
ing better, and in the Space of a Fort- 
night, his Skin was ſmooth and clear of 
the Eruptions, and in all other Reſpects 
he was perfectly well. 


Tut Medicine generally procured him 
two lax Stools a Day, remarkably pro- 
moted the urinary Diſcharge, and in tne 
Morning he conſtantly found a Moiſture 
on the Skin from his encreaſed Perſpira- 
tion. The Diet-Drink was continued 
near a Month for his greater Security. 


le has ever ſince enjoyed a better State 
of Health than uſual, is grown fat, and 
at preſent is hearty and well.

Noctunal Pains in the Head, with a 
Shanker on the Prepuce, and hard gian- 
dular Swellings under the Chin, and 
behind the Ears, after a Salivation. 


[ ULY the 25th, 1748, an Officer in 
J the Army of a ſlender Habit of Body, 
aged Thirty-three or thereabouts, apply'd 
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to me on the Day of his Arrival in Len- 

don, from a diſtant Part of the Country, 
where he had undergone a Salivation, for 
an old venereal Complaint, which by that 
Means was relieved for a Time, but not 
totally cured : he told me that ſometime 
after the Salivation his Symptoms return'd 
and were ſtill evidently venereal, and that 
he was adviſed to take a Decoction of the 
Woods, with the Solution of Sublimate, 
which he thought of ſome Service to him 
at firſt, but though he purſued the Uſe of 
it for along Time, he again became bad 
as ever, and therefore being vaſtly diflatis- 
fied and uneaſy, he haſtened up to 
Town. | 


WiN he came to me, he was very 


much emaciated, and told me that he had 


never rightly regain'd his former Strength 
after the Salivation: At this Time, he 
was conſtantly troubled with nofurnal 
Pains every Night, which hinder'd him 
from ſleeping till the Morning when they 
abated; he had alſo a Shanker on the 
Prepuce, and the Glands under his Chin, 
and behind the Ears were hard, painful 
and much enlarged. —He began a Courſe 
of the Liſbon Diet-Drink, which procur'd 
him almoſt immediate Relief ; for in five 

| | or 
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or ſix Days the nocturnal Pains in the 
Head were exceedingly abated, and the 
Shanker healed very ſoon after; the glan- 
dular Swellings indeed, did not totally diſ- 
appear till towards the End of five Weeks, 
at which Time he left off the Medicine, 
and was perfectly free from all his Yene-

As he was apt to catch Cold upon flight 
Occaſions, I adviſed him to take the Bark,

I IMAGINED that perhaps he had 
been taking Mercurials, and that he had 
got Cold with them, or that the Swel- 
ling aroſe from the Stoppage of a Run- 
ning, but he poſitively aſſured me this 
was not the Caſe, and that he firſt per- 
ceiv'd the Swelling as he ſat in a Coffee 
Houſe after coming from the Exchange, 
At firſt he applied to an Apothecary, 
who had bled him two or three Times, 
fomented and poulticed the Part, and given 
him Medicines for a Fortnight without 
any Abatement in the Size of the Tu- 
mour. September the 12th, 1758, he 
came to me in the Situation already men- 
tion'd ; I ordered him a Bag-Truſs to ſuſ- 
pend the Scrotum, and immediately put 
him upon a Courſe of the Diel-Drink. — 
For the firſt Week I could perceive no 
ſenſible Change in the Part; in about ten 
or twelve Days it grew much ſoſter and 
began to decreaſe in Bulk very ſaſt —He 
continued the Medicine for a Month or 
upwards; in which Time both the Hard- 
neſs and Swelling totally diſappear'd, and 
the.

The 
Running was virulent when he came to 
me, and ſtain'd his Linnen with a deep 
yellowiſh green Colour : The Diſcharge 
was alſo large in Quantity, and what with 
his Diſorder, and repeated Doſes of ſtrong 
Phyſic, Sc. he was brought extremely low 
and had a violent Pain acroſs the ſmall of

Gentleman of 'a Plethoric Habit, and 
ſomewhat corpulent, aged Thirty- 
two, near four Years ago contracted a vi- 
rulent Gonorrhza with Shanters on the 
Glans and Prepuce, which by rubbing in 
the mercurial Ointment, and tha Uſe of 
internal Medicines diſappeared ; but in a 
ſhort Time returned again : Upon repeat- 
ing the Medicines and mercurial Oint- 
ment, the Symptoms went off as before, 
and the Patient ſeem'd very well for fome 
Time, though by the Event, 'twas plain 
his Cure was only palliative. In a few 
Months after, the Diſeaſe broke out with 
all the Symptoms of a confirm'd Pox,

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the Patient being conſtantly troubled witk 
nacturnal Pains, particularly in his Shins; 
and alſo with Eruptions on his Head, 
Arms, and other Parts of the Body, 
which in a little Time turned to deep 
cruſty Scabs, deſtroying the Skin and cel- 
lular Membrane down to the Muſcles, 
and leaving the Part with hard unequal

Tue Tefticles were enormouſly en- 
larged, particularly the left, which was 
encreaſed to the Bulk of a Goofe-Egg ; 
the Swelling of the other, though not ſo 
large, was of a whole Year's ſtanding, and 
ſo extremely hard, as ſtrictly to be call'd 
a perfect Schirrus.— There was ſome 
Running, though but little, and the 
Glans and Prepuce were beſet with arts, 
or rathgr fleſhy Excreſcencies, which * 
extirpated, though ſome of them began 
to waſte away by the Effect of the Me- 
dicine; one in particular, ſo exactly re- 
ſembling a Rasberry, as hardly at a Diſ- 
tance to be diſtinguiſhed from it.

. the 27th, 1760, an Of- 
ficer in the Army, about the Age of 
Twenty-ſeven, applied to me :--He ſeem'd 
Hale and ſtrong, though he told me he 
had ſuffered much by frequent venereal 
complaints and the immoderate Uſe of 
Mercury, which had greatly lowered his 
Strength and impaired his Conſtitution.

No- 
vember 10, 1761, he began a Courſe of 
the Lisbon Diet- Drink, which purged 
him gently and encreaſed the urinary Diſ- 
charge: By this Method regularly con- 
tinued for five Weeks, the Ulcer was 
| healed, the Swelling of the Leg entirely 
ſublided, and his Habit of Body was 

much changed in all Reſpects for the 
better.
